| tay and are scheduled for a hearing

There, Chicago has a much larger 
Tice than it had in the senate last 
wek. On this committee are two and 
a half times as many Chicagoans as 
here are from the rest of the state. 
Therefore, it is pointed out, it will be 
impossible for the bills to emerge with- 
out amendment, or without an ade- 
quate hearing, unless Chicago repre- 
sentatives so decide.

Levine Thinks of Daughter. 

When you are “at the stick” in an 
airplane—especially on a flight across 
the ocean—you don’t do much thinking 
about anything except managing the 
plane right, but when other fellows 
dre on the job all sorts of thoughts 
run through your mind—often thoughts 
that have nothing to do with flying 
at all. 

Since Chamberlin was at the stick 
more than Levine on our flight, he 
didn’t do much on general 
subjects, but Levine, totally un- 
able to sleep, indulged in all sorts of 
incongruous thoughts.

Make Speed Over O¢ean. = 
We Tigured originally on making 
Berlin in about thirty-six hours. As 
a matter of fact it took us forty-three 
from New York to our first - landing, 
near Eisleben, in 
tance south of Berlin, seven hours 
late. We flew from New York to 
Land@’s End, at the southern tip of} 
England, in thirty-three and one-half 
bours. Between New York and New- 
foundland we lost two and one-half 
hours, but with favoring winds and 
good visibility we flew across the Af- 
lantic at such high speed that we 
were ahead of our schedule. 

All of the advantage gained on this 
part of the flight was lost when we 
found ourselves in the midst of-a big 
storm over Europe, concerning which 
we had been unable to get accurate 
information before our start from New 
York. 

Our plane behaved admirably. Cham- 
berlin believes he could have taken 
off successfully even with another 500 
pounds of gasoline more than we 
carried on our flight. The plane is 
such a wonder that we have not yet 
found the limit at which it will lift.

DIET OF RAW MEAT. 


HAT some races at least can stand 
& diet of raw meat is proved by 
the report of Dr. W. A. Thomas on 
the Eskimos of Greenland. These 
people have no vegetables, fruits, milk, 
or grain. They live on meat exclusively 
they are weaned until 


polar bear liver is poisonous. 
Dr. Thomas examined large numbers 
of men for heart disease, Bright's dis- 


teeth and jaws strong enough to tear 
raw meat. Then he is weaned and fed 
vp meat almost exclusively. These chil- 
dren do not have rickets. 

The animals used for food carry all the 
needed vitamins in their tissues, some 
in one tissue and some in another. The 


ing other animals, and so on down to 
the low marine animals which live on 
sea vegetation. All of it comes finally 
from vegetation of some kind, from some 
source. 

In Labrador the story was entirely dif- 
ferent. 

The Labradorians live largely on dried 
potatoes, flour, canned goods, cereals, 
and cereal products. They get no fresh 
vegetables nor fruit. They are not heavy 
meat eaters. In that country rickets is 
almost universal, in spite of the almost 
twenty-four hours of daily sunshine in 
the summer season. Scurvy is very 
prevalent among children and almost as 
prevalent among grownups.
